Victor Riesel request for Information on the 
World Federation of Trade Union*. 


1. In answer to Mr. Riesel'e request dated 8 October 1959 for 
information on recent WFTU activities, XO has prepared the attached 
summary. The information contained in this paper is based largely 
on overt material but has been supplemented with information from 
classified reporting. There are no significant developments known to 
us in recent weeks in WFTU activities which have been eliminated 
because of classification. 

2. In view of the continuing importance of WFTU as one of the 
leading Communist front organisations as well as the large audience 
which Mr. Riesel’e column reaches, the Director has asked that you 
discuss this situation personally with Mr. Riesel and provide him with 
the attached paper per his request. 

3. The Riesel correspondence is also attached to this memorandum.
